The  loyal  spirit  of  our  school  is  perhaps  shown  on  a  small  scale  in  the  Obelisk  staff,  as

Three  of  the  young  men  who  were  first  appointed  to  be  on  the  staff  soon  decided  to 
join  the  colors  and  to  make,  if  need  be,  that  greatest  of  all  sacrifices  for  their  country. 
Gladys  Morse  was  called  to  fill  a  place  as  teacher,  left  vacant  by  a  young  man  who  had 
enlisted,  thus  doing  her  bit. 

Albert  Shannon,  the  business  manager,  was  the  first  to  enlist  and  Hershel  Whitaker  was 
appointed  to  take  his  place. 

Mr.  Hall,  Editor-in-Chief,  and  Ray  Pixley,  Editor  of  the  Military  Dept.,  remained  until 
near  the  close  of  the  winter  term.  After  their  departure.  J.  Emmett  Hinchcliff  was  made 
Editor-in-Chief,  and  Oliver  Loomis  and  Carrie  Prindle  continued  the  work  of  Mr.  Pixley. 

The  place  vacated  by  Gladys  Morse  as  Social  Editor  was  filled  by  Marion  Clancy.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  S.  I.  N.  U. 

The  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University,  now  completing  its  forty -third  year  of  service, 
was  the  second  normal  school  established  in  the  state.  Teachers  of  Southern  Illinois  had 
long  recognized  the  need  of  a  teachers'  training  school  in  this  part  of  the  state,  and  it  was 
due  to  their  united  and  enthusiastic  efforts  that  in  1869  the  General  Assembly  granted  an 
appropriation  for  the  establishment  of  the  S.  I.  N.  TJ.  Carbondale  was  one  of  the  eight 
rivals  for  the  location  of  the  new  school,  and  the  people  assumed  heavy  obligations  in  order 
that  the  present  site  might  be  adopted. 

The  first  building  was  completed  July  1,  1874.  It  was  much  like  the  present  Main 
building,  but  does  not  stand  to-day,  as  it  was  destroyed  by  fire  Nov.  26,  1883.  This  mis- 
fortune brings  out  the  dauntless  spirit  of  the  people  of  the  school  and  the  town,  for  school 
work  was  resumed  the  Monday  after  Thanksgiving  vacation  with  an  actual  loss  of  only 
one  day.  Most  of  the  furniture  and  apparatus  had  been  saved,  and  various  halls,  offices, 
and  churches  in  the  town  were  used  until  a  temporary  building  was  made  ready.  This  im- 
provised home  was  a  one-story  building  in  the  form  of  a  Greek  cross,  the  center  being  used 
for  an  assembly  hall  and  the  arms  for  recitation  rooms. 

In  1885,  the  General  Assembly  granted  an  appropriation  to  rebuild,  the  foundation  and 
lower  walls  of  the  old  building  being  used. 

Before  many  years  the  Science  Department  had  outgrown  its  laboratory  facilities  and 
the  General  Assembly  granted  an  appropriation  for  a  Science  building,  which  was  completed 
in  December,  1896.  Under  the  leadership  of  Judge  S.  P.  Wheeler,  president  of  the  board, 
an  appropriation  was  secured  for  a  library  building.  It  was  dedicated  June  6,  1904,  and 
named  in  honor  of  Judge  Wheeler. 

For  many  years  the  Training  School  was  housed  in  the  lower  story  of  the  Main 
Building  under  very  unsatisfactory  conditions.  The  45th  General  Assembly  passed  a  bill 
providing  for  a  Model  School  building,  which  was  completed  Jan.  11,  1909,  and  named  in 
honor  of  Dr.  .Robert  Allyn,  the  first  president  of  the  school. 

As  the  housing  of  the  students  came  to  be  a  serious  problem,  a  dormitory  for  the  young 
women  seemed  essential.  In  1911  a  bill  was  passed  granting  375,000  for  the  purpose.  There 
were  repeated  delays  in  the  construction,  but  the  new  home  for  girls  was  opened  for  the 
school  1913-1914,  though  scarcely  finished  at  first. 

The  enormous  growth  of  the  school  made  the  quarters  more  and  more  crowded  until  in 
1915  an  appropriation  of  $135,000  was  secured  for  a  new  auditorium  which  is  now  completed 
and  in  use,  having  been  dedicated  April  6th,  1918.

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COUNTY  ORGANIZATIONS 

For  the  past  few  years,  great  attention  has  been  given  by  the  faculty  and  student 
body  to  the  county  organizations.  These  have  perhaps  done  more  toward  fostering  a  spirit 
of  democracy  and  friendliness  among  the  students  than  any  other  of  our  organizations.

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THE   MILITARY   DEPARTMENT 

Doubtless  but  few  of  the  present  friends  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University- 
are  aware  that  for  several  years  in  the  early  life  of  this  Normal  school  a  well  organized 
military  department  was  a  part  of  the  institution. 

Thru  the  effort  and  influence  of  Dr.  Robt.  Allyn,  the  president  of  the  school  for  the 
first  eighteen  years,  the  War  department  of  the  Government  detailed  one  of  its  regular 
army  officers  to  serve  as  Commandant  and  Instructor  of  Military  Tactics  in  this  institution 
beginning  with  Capt.  Thos.  J.  Spencer,  in  1877  and  serving  till  1880.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Lieut.  Hugh.  T.  Reed  who  served  till  1883,  when  he  was  followed  by  Lieut.  Charles  G. 
Starr,  who  occupied  said  position  till  1886.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  practice  of  the  War 
department  was  to  make  these  details  for  a  period  of  three  years.  Lieut.  Starr  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Lieut.  James  Franklin  Bell,  now  General  Bell,  who  for  the  past  year  has  been  in 
command  of  the  Eastern  Division  of  the  Army  located  in  New  York  City.  Within  a  few 
weeks  past,  Gen.  Bell  has  been  transferred  to  the  Western  Division  of  the  Army,  located 
in  San  Francisco.  Lieut.  Bell  served  from  1886  to  1889,  when  the  department  was  prac- 
tically abandoned.  Gen.  Bell  was  for  a  time  Chief  of  the  Staff  of  the  Military  Dept.  of  the 
Government.  He  saw  active  service  in  the  Philippines  during  the  Spanish-American  War, 
during  which  time  he  was  Major. 

Not  only  did  the  Government  detail  an  officer  out  of  the  Regular  Army,  but  to  make 
the  instruction  more  concrete  and  complete  it  provided  an  outfit  of  canon,  caissons,  muskets, 
swords  and  other  munitions  of  warfare. 

At  the  time  these  and  the  instructor  were  withdrawn  from  the  institution,  in  the  minds 
of  many  it  did  not  seem  necessary  for  the  school  to  provide  for  its  continuance.  Had  our 
authorities  dreamed  of  what  the  future  had  in  store  for  us,  and  the  need  of  our  young  men, 
doubtless  the  department  would  have  continued  till  the  present  time  and  many  more  of 
our  students  might  have  received  commissions  at  the  beginning  of  their  service. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  War  Department  allowed  the  full  equipment  to  remain  one 
year  after  Lieut.  Bell  was  called  away,  and  Prof.  George  V.  Buchanan,  a  graduate  of  the 
Normal  and  at  that  time  a  member  of  the  Faculty,  was  put  in  charge.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  the  equipment  was  removed  to  Knox  College,  111. 

But  few  exercises,  if  any,  created  more  interest  and  drew  larger  crowds  than  the  special 
drills  and  sham-battles  exhibited  by  the  Military  Dept.  Lieut.  Bell  added  to  the  attraction 
of  some  of  his  drills  by  giving  his  commands  on  horseback.  The  usual  drill  ground  was  the 
open  space  out  in  front  of  the  main  building  where  at  that  time  there  were  but  few  trees 
to  interfere  with  the  movements  of  the  cadets. 

In  honor  of  "The  Little  Giant  of  Illinois,"  the  organization  was  known  as  "The 
Douglas  Cadet  Corps."  Thru  the  liberality  of  friends  in  the  town,  the  Corps  was  presented 
with  a  handsome  silk  flag,  beautifully  decorated  with  gilded  lettering  and  inscription. 

It  may  be  that  in  the  near  future  the  Institution  may  again  offer  training  in  military 
tactics,  as  of  old.

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TO  OUR  SOLDIERS 

This  day  is  unique  in  the  life  of  this  school.  Never  before  in  its  history  have  faculty 
and  student- Dody  paused  in  the  midst  of  daily  routine  and  participated  in  a  service  of  this 
kind.  In  all  probability,  never  again  in  the  years  yet  to  come  will  occasion  for  such 
program  arise. 

Within  the  last  year,  at  the  call  of  their  country,  one  hundred  twenty-six  young  men 
have  gone  out  from  this  school,  some  into  training  camp  or  naval  station,  while  others  are 
already  in  active  service  on  the  sea  or  in  France. 

They  have  gone  upon  an  enterprise  greater  than  that  upon  which  Columbus  and  his  bold 
seamen  embarked  when  they  turned  the  prows  of  their  three  caravels  towards  the  west, 
sailed  into  unknown  seas,  and  lifted  the  curtain  on  a  new  world;  greater  than  that  of 
Oliver  Cromwell  and  his  Ironsides  who  chanting  the  war  songs  of  David,  battered  down  for 
awhile  the  bu!  works  of  entrenched  autocracy  and  gave  to  their  countrymen  some  of  their 
elemental  political  rights;  greater  than  that  of  our  colonial  ancestors  who  enduring  priva- 
tions and  sufferings  of  pioneer  life,  and  dangers  from  savages,  laid  deep  and  solid  along 
the  Atlantic  seaboard  the  foundations  of  our  republic;  greater  than  that  of  our  Revolu- 
tionary forefathers  who  followed  Washington  through  retreat  and  battle  and  on  to  victory 
at  Yorktown,  and  by  their  sacrifices  established  this  republic;  greater  even  than  that  of 
our  fathers  and  grandfathers  who,  under  the  leadership  of  Grant  and  Lincoln,  laid  aside  the 
pursuits  of  civil  life,  put  on  the  Union  Blue  and  on  the  fields  of  Shiloh  and  Vicksburg, 
Antietam  and  Gettysburg  met  their  kinsmen  in  the  fiery  ordeal  of  battle  to  preserve  the 
republic.  Our  boys  have  gone  to  help  wrest  control  of  the  earth  from  organized  vandals, — 
looters  of  temples  and  sackers  of  cities,  assassins  of  defenseless  old  men  and  enslavers  of 
women,  outragers  of  helpless  girls  and  murderers  of  little  children.  They  have  gone  to  help 
save  human  liberty  from  overthrow  and  "make  the  world  safe  for  democracy," — the 
greatest  enterprise  that  has  ever  challenged  human  endeavor. 

And  so  it  seems  entirely  fitting  that  here  within  this  hall  whose  walls  so  recently 
echoed  to  their  foot-falls,  that  we  who  because  of  circumstances  of  age  or  sex  can  not  go, 
should  unveil  this  service  flag  and  dedicate  it  to  them.  Down  its  crimson  field  of  red, 
symbolic  of  the  fine  courage  with  which  they  go  and  prophetic  of  the  blood  sacrifice  that 
some  of  them  will  make,  runs  the  strip  of  white,  typifying  lofty  motive  and  high  resolve, 
and  on  this  strip  of  white  in  loyal  blue,  the  blue  of  heroic  devotion,  is  set  our  constellation 
of  one  hundred  twenty-six  stars. 

It  saddens  us  to  know  that  the  day  draws  rapidly  on  when  many  of  them  will  receive 
"the  baptism  of  fire.' '  But  it  thrills  us  to  know  that  we  have  an  abiding  faith  that  whether 
it  comes  on  some  shell  swept  battle  field  of  Europe,  or  in  the  mud  and  ooz  of  the  trench 
and  its  welter  of  death,  or  in  the  ocean  where  big  ships  meet  in  battle  and  the  assassins 
of  the  sea  lurk  in  ambush,  or  high  up  among  the  clouds  where  alone  they  meet  some  enemy 
cavalryman  of  the  sky,  in  the  crisis  of  that  first  combat  and  all  that  follow,  those  traditions 
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and  teachings  learned  around  these  Southern  Illinois  hearthstones,  and  those  ideals  and 
principles  received  in  this  school,  will  steady  the  eye  and  nerve  the  arm  to  strike  the  Mow. 

But  in  all  human  probability  some  will  fall  in  death,  while  others  with  bodies 
broken  and  bleeding  will  be  borne  to  some  hospital,  if  the  worse  fate  of  falling  into  the 
hands  of  the  ruthless  Hun  does  not  befall  them.  Then  to  them  will  come  the  kindly  min- 
istrations of  those  things  from  the  folks  back  home, — Red  Cross  delicacies  and  comforts 
and  surgical  dressings  such  as  we  are  making  here, — those  things  that  make  the  stricken 
soldier  in  his  distress  feel  that  he  is  not  forgotten  at  home.  Any  girl  in  this  school  who 
spends  time  in  idle  gossip,  aimless  reading  or  lazy  loitering,  while  that  surgical  dressing 
class  goes  begging  for  workers,  is  a  slacker  no  less  than  one  of  these  boys  would  be  if  he 
were  to  skulk  in  the  brush  hiding  from  recruiting  officers. 

When  that  day  comes,  as  it  surely  will  if  the  war  continues  long,  when  from  this  plat- 
form President  Shryock  reads  a  bulletin  telling  that  one  of  our  boys  has  made  the  great 
sacrifice,  then  that  field  of  red  will  take  on  a  deeper  crimson  and  one  of  those  stars  in  a 
deeper  blue,  rimmed  about  with  a  golden  aura  of  sacrifice  will  stand  out  in  the  strip  of 
white  and  in  mute  and  tragic  language  say  to  us,  ' '  He  died  for  you,  so  that  all  those 
institutions  which  you  love, — this  school  among  them, — and  all  those  things  you  live  for 
and  hope  for  may  still  abide." 

As  each  takes  his  separate  way,  whatever  his  task,  and  wherever  he  goes  on  land  or 
sea.  we  can  say  to  him, 


"Our  hearts,  our  hopes  are  all  with  thee, 
Our  hearts,  our  hopes,  our  prayers,  our  tears, 
Our  faith  triumphant  over  fears 
Are  all  with  thee,  are  all  with  thee." 
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Sing  the  glory  of  our  native  land 

And  of  "storied  Illinois"; 
Hail  the  heroes  of  each  faithful  "band 

Who  answered  their  country's  call. 
Alma  Mater,  of  thy  glory,  too, 

Of  thy  victories  past  and  still  to  he, 
Sing  we  all,  dear  S.  I.  N.  U., 

With  pride  and  love  for  thee.

When  Miss  Emma  Templeton  died  suddenly  April  3,  1918  after  a  short  illness,  Anthony 
Hall  lost  a  valuahle  member  of  its  management  corps.  The  loyalty,  wisdom,  sincerity,  and 
sympathy,  that  she  showed  at  all  times  could  not  he  surpassed. 

For  four  years,  she  was  housekeeper  and  the  perfectly  kept  rooms  and  corridors  testi- 
fied to  her  real  interest  and  efficient  service.  Her  kindly  counsel  and  example  were  an 
inspiration  to  the  careless  to  keep  study  rooms  as  well  appointed.  She  was  never  too  busy 
to  grant  a  request  that  would  add  to  the  comfort  of  anyone  and  many  girls  were  cheered 
and  cared  for  in  times  of  sickness.  Those  who  lived  closest  to  her  appreciated  her  splendid 
character  most.  More  than  eight  hundred  girls  hold  in  loving  remembrance  the  quiet, 
kindly,  busy,  Christian  life  of  Miss  Templeton  with  which  they  came  in  contact  daily  while 
they  were  living  in  Anthony  Hall. 

She  was  the  first  of  her  family  to  join  her  parents.  Five  brothers,  representing  as 
many  professions,  carried  her  to  the  beautiful  country  churchyard  at  Galvin  in  the  center 
of  a  beloved  countryside,  long  her  father's  pastorate.

Early  in  the  first  term  of  the  first  year  of  this  Institution,  the  fall  of  '74,  thru  the 
initiative  of  Prof.  C.  W.  Jerome  of  the  department  of  Ancient  languages,  the  young  men 
of  the  school  and  a  few  of  the  town  were  gathered  together  weekly  in  the  capacity  of  a 
prayer  meeting.  Their  first  place  of  meeting  was  in  a  room  over  what  had  been  a  pool 
room,  located  on  the  site  of  the  present  Patterson  Clothing  Store.  Before  the  close  of  the 
school  year  a  regular  Y.  M.  C.  A.  was  organized  including  both  Normal  students  and  young 
men  of  the  town,  for  this  was  prior  to  the  organization  of  College  Associations. 

Two  rooms  on  the  second  floor  in  a  building  just  north  of  where  the  First  National  Bank 
is  now  located,  were  procured;  one,  for  a  reading  room,  the  other,  for  devotional  and  other 
meetings.  These  rooms  were  retained  for  a  number  of  years  until  the  Association  found 
quarters  on  the  "west  side,"  selecting  the  same  room  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Feinch.  These 
and  the  former  rooms  were  made  as  attractive  by  papers,  magazines  and  pictures  as  the 
limited  funds  at  their  disposal  would  justify. 

Contemporaneous  with  the  efforts  to  provide  the  young  men  of  the  school  with  oppor- 
tunities for  religious  training,  the  young  women  of  the  school  were  helped  in  a  similar  way 
thru  the  aid  of  two  lady  members  of  the  faculty,  Miss  Buck,  who  continued  a  member  until 
last  September  and  Miss  Julia  Mason,  Prin.  of  the  Model  School. 

This  Y.  W.  C.  A.  was  organized  about  the  same  time  as  the  one  of  the  older  sister 
Normal  school  at  Normal,  111.  In  fact,  these  two  Christian  leaders  had  been  students  In 
the  older  school,  the  latter  graduating  in  1872.  These  two  organizations  were  the  first  of 
their  kind  in  the  state. 

For  some  years  the  young  men  and  young  women  held  their  meetings  together,  but 
upon  the  advice  of  the  state  and  national  leaders  it  was  decided  that  each  would  accomplish 
more  definite  results,  were  each  to  have  a  separate  organization,  but  hold  a  union  devo- 
tional meeting  once  a  month.    This  practice  has  prevailed  from  that  date  to  this. 

For  a  few  years  prior  to  the  burning  which  occurred  on  November  26,  '83  of  the 
first  building,  the  two  Christian  Associations  had  no  other  place  in  which  to  hold  their 
meetings  than  in  the  recitation  rooms.  But  upon  the  completion,  February  24,  '87,  of  the 
present  Main  Building  on  the  foundation  of  the  one  burned,  they  were  allowed  to  hold 


their  meetings  in  the  two  halls  that  were  decorated  and  set  apart  for  the  two  Literary 
Societies,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  the  Zetetic  Hall,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  in  the  Socratic  Hall,  the 
former,  the  one  now  occupied  by  Prof.  Black  and  the  latter  by  Prof.  Felts.  The  respective 
names  of  these  society  halls  still  appear  on  the  transoms  of  their  entrances. 

For  seevnteen  years  these  Christian  Associations  fared  well  at  the  hands  of  the 
literary  societies,  as  the  Association  leaders  were  members  also  of  the  societies  and  saw 
that  the  Associations  had  a  square  deal. 

Upon  the  completion  and  dedication  of  the  Wheeler  library  building  on  June  6,  1914, 
the  choicest  of  the  three  halls  constituting  the  second  floor  was  set  apart  for  the  joint  use 
of  the  two  Christian  Associations,  where  they  have  full  control  from  that  date  to  the 
present  date. 

During  the  entire  history  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  these  two  active 
agencies  have  exerted  a  most  salutary  influence  upon  the  student  body,  placing  a  proper 
emphasis  upon  the  need  of  a  decided  religious  training  and  development  in  spiritual  life 
at  a  time  when  habits  of  that  character  are  heing  formed.  They  have  been  an  asset  to 
the  wholesome  control  of  the  life  and  spirit  of  the  young  people  of  the  institution,  hy  giving 
them  a  hroader  vision  touching  things  that  determine  character  and  destiny. 

Thru  their  connection  with  the  state  and  national  associations  our  young  people  have 
caught  the  spirit  of  their  Elder  Brother  in  the  task  of  the  evangelization  of  the  World.
